of accepting, but his judgment jnd 
his estimate of the proprieties of his 
office oblige him to forego the enjoy- 
ment of participating in the love feast. 
TUB proprieties of oJJco do not, how- 
ever, titter liiin from giving advice to 
Si'imJ Mouey OdoaKoites. He tells 
them:

What was Disclosed at tbe Inquest—Du- 


rant Arraigned In the I'olloo Court. 
SAN FBANCISCO, April 16.—The Coro- 


ner began his inquest upon tbe re- 
.uains of Marian Williams at 
tbe 


morgue this morning. The surround- 
ing streets were packed with a mob of 
morbidly curious people. Among them 
were many fashionably attired women, 
the latter 
beiug 
especially 
bitter 


Against the fiend of Emanuel Church. 
Last night Durant said he would not 
attend the inquest, though his attoruey 
would be present to protect his inter- 
ests. This mornfng, however, Duraut 
concluded it would be better for him 
to attend the inquest. He was brought 
[o the morgue and was followed by au 
immense crowd. A strong guard of 
policemen mingled with the crowd sup- 
pressed every a'tempt at a demonstra- 
t on. Pending the commencement :i( 
the infjuest Duraut was lodged iu a coll 
in the old city prison. He was calm ou 
his arrival and did not seem a bit per- 
turbed by his huiried trip from the 
nsw city hall. Ho passed through the 
crowd of people with his head bowed 
down. Fie was a trifle palo but dis- 
played the same coolness and ability 
to control his feelings that have charac- 
terized his actions since his arrest at 
Mount Diablo. Durant senior, father 
of the accused, arrived early at the in- 
juest. Ho declined to make a state- 
ment, but germed anything but ner- 
vous. 


The older Durant's face 
wore a 


troubled expression, however, and he 
showed signs of sorrow. He retired to 
an obscure corner of the room, await- 
i itra summons to the witness stand. 


Tne uamts of the jurors were tnwn 


and ten answered the roll call, 


Thou Durant, junior, was brought into 
court by two detectives and was seated 
beside the prosecuting attoruey at the 
dbsk in trout ol' the Corouer's stand, j 
The prisoner kept his eyes ou ttio floor [ 
as he entored the room. His appear- ' 
ance soemed to encourage the silence. , 
Nothing but sub.iued whispers could j 
be heerd in tho room. 


Durnut cirried 
into the 
inquest 


chamber a book on medical juris- 
prudence, winch ho affected to road. 
Ho held tbe book in the left hand, but 
seldom turned a page. As the evidence 
progressed he frequently glanced up 
irom tlie book and finally closed it, de- 
voting his attention tnthe proceedings. 
As the appearance of the m rdered girl 
Wis described by 'witnesses, Durant 


u to look haggard. His lips be- 


came heavy and red and he drummed 
nervously with his flugers. 


Policeman Kiahl, the first witness, 


told hiw, on hearing that a dead body 
had been found ho had gone to the 
church and discovered the body lying 
iu a back closet, the floors and walls of 
which were btained and splashed with 
blood. 


The most sensational testimony of 


the day was given by Clark H. Morgan, 
at. whose house 
in Alameda Miss 


Williams resided. Morgan has refused 
to be interviewed and his statement to 
the jury created startling accusations 
against Durant. 


Morgan said Durant had made in- 
il'iag proposals to Miss Williams, 


who had repulsed him several times. 
Duraut hud tried 
to 
decoy 
Miss 


Williams with a view of betraying her. 
Morgan said last Summer Durant had 
taken Marian out to Fruitvale, and 
when in a lonely spot he tried to reason 
with her with the intention of betray- 
ing her. Morgan said Miss Williams, 
'or whom be had a paternal feeling, 


d freely to him her suspicions 


of Durant, of whom she was iu mortal 
ear. 
Duraut seemed to possess a 


great iufluenca over bar, but she both 
'eared aud disliked the prisoner. 


After other witnesses had testified 


;o Durant's visits to tbe church uiid 
other matters p reviouely published 
the inquest adjourned for tbe day. 


Durant was arraigned iu the Police 


Dourt at 1 o'clock this afternoon for 
thu murder of Marian Williams. The 
neariug was set for next Monday ut 11 
o'clock. 


Blanche Lamont's shoes and her 


school books were found this afternoon 
in the rafters of the church by the 
police.

THE 5 O'CLOCK TEA TABLE 


Incgestlon* For Its Tasteful and Fashion- 


able lltracnt. 


A correspondent asks for information 


concerning tho proper fitting of a 0 
o'clock tea table 


Beginning with the table itself, it 


maybe a small oval, circular or hexagon 
ihape Any one of these is preferable to 
a square one Tables are shown in shops 
that are provided with small leaves, 01 
arms, a few inches wide, to open ont la 
all directions 
Such are not especially 


commended. Their effect is not as good 
aa pieces of furniture, and thoy perton-j 
their offico in rather an uncertain man 
ner Even four or five persons surround- 
ing such a table endanger its freight, a 
slight jostle being sufficient toovertuin 
a cup or plate ou one of its frailly tnp- 
poited arms 


If tho surface of the table is highly 


polished, and it is preferred not to cover 
it entirely, a handsome square or round 
oonterpieco doily, whioh is only a din- 
ner centerpiece, is used, or a teaoloth a 
yard square may prettily and wholly 
veil it The Dresden designs are not so 
much in vogne as they were 
Our un- 


happy fashion of doing everything to 
death, whether it bo Dresden, Tnlby or 
empire effects, has worked its inevita- 
ble reaction, and tho powdering of linen 
with gay little blossoms is not much* 
countenanced 
Anything that is well 


done, however, remains beautiful, and 
those who have fine pieces of such nee- 
dlewoik should let them see the light 
frequently 
In planning a new cloth 


some later design may be employed 


For the actual impedimenta of the ta- 


ble there one required a tea caddy, a hot 
water kettle, a co.sy, a •nafar or cracker 
dis,h, two or three pretty cups and sau- 
cers, cream jug and sugar bowl 


A flagon for alcohol is sometimes 


enumerated, but this and a spoon basket 
aro like tho tables with leaves—elabo- 
rating a function whose simplicity is its 
wariant 
The alcohol should be put in 


tho lamp ont of tlio room 
It is often 


attended with a little spilling, and it 
is much better to have the lamp ready 
for lighting beforehand 
The tea oaddy 


ought to bo of bihor, on a handsome 
table it i"! It should have a measuring 
covei, this little distinction being one 
tlias lho>o "in tho know" insist upon 
To measure tho tea with n spoon is not 
considered quite so correct and fao red- 
olent of tho old time flavor as to use 
tho cup cover of tho caddy, "one fill to 
a brew " A glass mat in-iy bo provided 
to set tho hot teapot upon, and the 
spoons ore laid looso upon the table 
These, by the -way aa well as the cups, 
should bo usable ones

souvenir spoons tho rage for variety be
